Despondent and driven to deepera* j 
tion by every thing going wrong, Ora 
Clevenger attem pted to end his exist- ] 
ence y esterday afternoon at his home 
by banging, and would have been suc­ 
cessful in tbe attem pt had not his wife 
rushed in and cut the'rope when the 
m an hung dangling on the brink of 
death. 
A streak of badjluck seems to 1 
be in tbe path of some men no m atter 
how hard they battle w ith the jirob- j 
lems of life. 
Such has been the case 
of Ora Clevenger, who lives in E a s t ; 
E ighth street near the Second M. 
E. 
church. ' To begin w ith, he lias alway s 
Ik on industrious, and ¡.when not en ­ 
gaged by t the week he was alway s 
found doing odd jobs about town. 
He is m arried, has .several children 
and in the last few months, m isfor­ 
tune has m arked his every step. 
Ha 
has had to contend with much sickness 
in tho family , and but a few« weeks 
ago one of the smaller children tiied. 
People who had occasion to go to 
th a t part of the city about two y ears 
ago will remember how Clevenger pur­ 
chased a small plot of ground there, 
which,¡on account of it being located on 
a hill near the m ill race, was secured 
at a very small figure; and how he 
lived in a tent for one w inter togeth­ 
er w ith jiis fam ily , while he built the 
house where he now lives. 
W ith a 
cheap horse and wagon lie gathered 
doors, windows and lumber here and 
there, and putting them altogether he 
m anaged to finish a fairly good 
ap­ 
pearing house; while it was not pala 
tial, y et it was home, sweet home to 
th at family . 
« Since sickness and death came pov­ 
erty likewise came and darkened the 
little home. It has been a struggle for 
weeks for the little group to keep body 
and soul together. 
Last Monday the 
most terrific blow, next to death came 
when their little home was sold for 
delinquent taxes.

was $27 .C7, and the place was bought 
in by Louis C. Lambert.

day Clevenger has been sad in heart

Governor Cummins 
w as probably not one of these corre­ 
spondents, but as Cummins is running 
for the senate he can be depended on 
to keep hands off. 
Full of Ep ig rams. 
If Shaw should be elected president, 
he would be the first secretary of the 
treasury to attain th at distinction; also 
the first m an w est of the Mississippi. 
L ittle things like these do not deter a 
man of Shaw ’s makeup, however. He 


editor ought to take the line down or 
the public m ight conclude that the new 
head of the finance portfolio needed 
w atching to keep him from m aking 
aw ay w ith the treasury surplus. 
If Speaker Cannon has been called 
the “David Ilarum of politics,“ Shaw 
was dubbed the “David H arum of the 
cabinet.“ 
This designation was sug­ 
gested by their quaint sayings and 
their stock of good stories rather than 
by their ability as political horse trad­ 
ers. 
There are getting to be so many 
David Ha rum s of this, th at and the 
other th at they should organize them ­ 
selves into a political party.

would at least make it exceedingly in­ 
teresting for the other parties. 
This is som ething like the suggestion 
th at a Johnson party be organized, 
with John A. Johnson of Minnesota for 
president and Tom L. Johnson of Ohio 
for vice president.

“ Go ask papa,“ the maiden said. 
He knew that her papa was dead. 
H e also knew the life he'd led 
And understood her when she said, 
“ Go ask papa.“ 
Think of a Sunday school superin- 


plied, “Now, when anybody comes to 
you to ask you where I am going to 
put th at $750,000 building you tell 
him you have seen me, and then you 
tell him that you don’t know.” 
The 
financiers saw the point and dejectedly 
wended their way back to the Stock 
Exchange. 
Secretary Shaw was seen one day 
backed up against an iron stanchion in 
front of the Arlington. 
The late Senator P latt of Connecticut 
happened by and hailed him. 
“Hello, Shaw!” said he. 
“W hat are 
you trying to do with that iron poet?” 
“G rafting in a backbone,” was the 
quick reply. 
“This treasury business 
is a good deal tougher than Iowa poli­ 
tics.” 
W hen the treasury portfolio was of­ 
fered to Shaw his friends were in a 
quandary w hether or not he would ac­ 
cept 
He resolved their doubts by a 
story. 
Two boys, Bill and Bob, were at the 
dinner table. 
Some tim e before the 
end of the meal the pie was passed. 
Bill declined to take any, saying he 
was not ready for dessert. Bob helped 
him self to the largest piece and, turn 
ing to the other, rem arked, “Bill, alius 
take pie when pie is passin’.” 
Paid a Clerk’s Deb t. 
Mr. Shaw found that one of the 
treasury clerks was in arrears to the 
doctor. Calling the man before him, he 
asked kindly as to the reason for the 
debt. 
“ pairs,” answ ered the clerk. 
‘T a irs of what?” 
“Twins. 
I kept my head above w a­ 
ter when the first pair came, but when 
the third pair arrived a few weeks ago 
I just naturally ran behind.” 
Secretary Shaw looked his astonish

W hen the clerk had told him, 
Shaw reached in his pocket and said 
he would pay for that pair himself. 
Like Russell Sage, Mr. Shaw never 
takes a vacation. 
He tried it once and 
went to the \rellowstone.

queer. Two days of It was enough.” 
A friend of the fam ily spoke of tin* 
kindness of Mrs. Shaw. 
“K ind?” repeated her husband. “Mrs. 
Shaw would be kind to her own ex 
ecutioner.” 
W hile Shaw was governor, but tem ­ 
porarily aw ay, a letter arrived a t the 
Des Moines postoflice addressed:

tle with “ the peerless?” Shaw can tell 
stories alm ost as fast as Uncle Joe 
Cannon and is full of epigram s and 
undelivered speeches.

lican candidate could keep iu talking 
distance of the orator of the Platte, it 
would be Shaw. 
Since ho resigued as president of the 
C arnegie T rust company if has been 
announced not only th at the form er 
secretary of the treasury would run 
for the presidency of the United States,

T hat he would also run for the vice 
presidency. 
T hat he would become president of 
th e K nickerbocker T rust company. 
T hat ho would run for governor of 
New York.

Mr. Shaw w as made secretary of the 
treasury. 
A wag suggested th at the 


tendent like Secretary Shaw m aking a 
girl tell her wooer to go to hades! 
W hen he w as governor of Iow a Mr. 
Shaw was one day m aking a speech in 
which he was frequently interrupted 
by a certain man. 
The fellow butted 
in once too often. 
In an unhappy mo­ 
m ent he broke in w ith “Pardon me, 
but”- 
Before he could finish the governor 
replied, “Well, I’ve pardoned lots worse 
fellows than you in my time, and I 
presum e it would be unjust to draw 
the line here.” 
There w ere no more interruptions. 
W hen asked the difference between 
a statesm an and a politician Mr. Shaw 
defined it as the “difference betw een a 
young m an seeking a position and a 
boy looking for a job.” 
A reporter once asked Secretary Shaw 
if he Intended investigating the cus­ 
tom s frauds in New Y’ork. 
“I knew a fellow once,” said Shaw, 
“who hunted foxes w ith a brass band 
[A long and em barrassing pause while 
he w ent on signing his mail.] 
He 
didn’t get any foxes.” 
W all street dubbed Shaw “the farm ­ 
er,” which is not at all a bad card 
among the real farm ers, whose feeling 
for W all street would sour fresh milk. 
The friends of the ex-secretary ought 
to use that. 
Shaw showed the high 
financiers, however, th at you cannot 
alw ays tell a farm er by the cut of his 
clothes. 
W hen he first w ent to New 
York they gathered around him to 
know w hat he intended to do. 
In re­ 
ply he told a story* 
Out in Shaw ’s 
town of Denison a w ealthy m an once 
announced that he intended putting up 
a $750,000 building. 
As he owned real 
estate all over the place there was a 
great deal of excitem ent as to where 
the tow n’s biggest structure was to be 
located. 
Finally 
curiosity 
reached 
such a fdtch th at a com m ittee waited 
on the m an and asked him point blank. 
A fter an em barrassing pause he re­ 


question, as the postm aster knew the 
w riting.” 
Mrs. Shaw herself is not w ithout a 
well developed sense of humor, as the 
following retort show’s: 
A friend propounded the query: 
“W hat could be more dreadful than 
for a woman after m ending her hus­ 
band’s coat to find in one of the pock­ 
ets a love letter from another woman?” 
“Fortunately,” said Mrs. Fhnw, “that 
could never happen. The woman would 
find the letter first, and then she would 
not inend the coat.” 
W hen Secretary Shaw reached Deni­ 
son late one night he found the driver 
of the only carriage asleep inside. 
R ather than aw ake the man, whom he 
knew well, the cabinet officer climbed 
on the seat and drove himself. 
When 
he reached his destination he aroused 
the astonished Jehu and gave him his 
fare w ith ft 11 extra tip. 
Leslie M ortier Shaw w as born In 
Vermont sixty years ago. 
He worked 
his way through a college a t Mount 
Vernon, la., by saw ing wood and sell­ 
ing fruit tret's. 
He took a course In 
the Iowa College of Law and began 
practice at Denison. 
In 1877 he m ar­ 
ried Miss Alice C raw shaw of Clinton 
county. 
In tim e he prospered to such 
an extent that he organized a bank 
and afterw ard added a branch. 
lie 
was 
prom inent 
in 
the 
Methodist 
church, a delegate to its general con 
ference and for years superintendent 
of its local Sunday school. 
Mr. Shaw became politically prom i­ 
nent in 189 6 by answ ering a speech 
made by Hon. W illiam J. Bryan. 
He 
afterw ard cam paigned all over Iowa 
and w as so effective th at the next year 
he was elected governor. 
Two years 
later he w as re-elected by an increased 
m ajority and w as forced to decline a 
third term . 
In 1002 he w as made sec 
retary of the treasury, which he re­ 
signed about a year ago to become 
president of the Carnegie T rust com 
pany of New Y’ork. 
Shaw ’s associates In the Carnegie 
T rust recently announced his resigna­ 
tion and said he made the move to 
give him tim e to nurse his presidential 
boom. 
The 
ex-secretary’s 
business 
shrew dness w as shown by the fact 
th at he cleaned up $75,000 In the deal 


Cutter of Red Tap e. 
In the treasury departm ent he was 
noted for his long hours, hard work, 
common sense, hum or and the cutrtng 
of red tape. 
H e takes little recreation, but Is a 
skillful horsem an, as a num ber of 
W ashington officials found to their dis­ 
comfiture. 
The W ashington men, like 
those of W all street, took the secretary 
for a farm er and therefore determ ined 
to show him some tricks In riding. It 
w as a case of the biter bitten, for the 
Iowa m an led his would be Instructors 
such a m erry chase over steep bridle 
paths and other steep places where 
there were no paths at all th at they 
never repeated the experim ent 
From several of his public utterances 
Mr. Shaw has made it plain th at he Is 
not In entire accord with all the Roose­ 
velt policies and therefore is usually re­ 
garded as an antladm inistration can­ 
didate. 
One phase of his political phi­ 
losophy Is summed up in this sentence, 
delivered to a M ethodist conference: 
“I am an organization politician. 
A 
machine politician is not as great • 
nuisance as & fool reform er.”

The United States governm ent has 
planned a series of scientific reseeding 
experim ents on several of the national 
forest ranges next spring and sum m er 
to determ ine under w hat conditions 
and In w hat m anner those portions of 
the range which have been seriously 
dam aged by overgrazing may bo re­ 
stored to their form er productiveness, 
says a bulletin from the forest service. 
A great deni of the range land iu the 
w est is overgrazed and does not carry 
as much stock as formerly. The m eth­ 
od 
of 
handling 
stock, 
particularly 
sheep, Is i*erhafJ more responsible for 
this condition than any other cause, 
but ail causes of deterioration and all 
means for Improving the forage crop 
need to Ik? studied that the range may 
be brought Into the best condition to 
meet the lmj» erative demand of the live 
stock Industry. 
The plan Is to establish experim ental 
stations Iu several parts of the coun­ 
try. 
Probably not more than six will 
be tried at first, but they will be » 0 lo­ 
cated as to secure typical cbndftions. 
The experim ents will be begun on a 
small scale on five or six acre tracts. 
Both native and wild grasses will l>e 
tried, but It is believed th at the plan 
of encouraging 
native 
grasses 
will 
meet with greater success than the In­ 
troduction 
of cultivated 
species, 
at 
least In the Rocky mountain region. 
In the coast ranges, with their greater 
rainfall, cultivated grasses are more 
likely to play an Im portant part iu 
range development. 
The ranges of the northw est have not 
been so seriously dam aged by over­ 
grazing as those of the southw est, per- 
■ haps l*ecause of superior m oisture con­ 
ditions of the northern part of the 
country. 
It Is a fact, however, th at 
none of the ranges support the stock 
which they did form erly, and reseed­ 
ing experim ents will therefore be un­ 
dertaken In this section of the country 
also. 
The method of handling stock Is also 
to be considered. 
Every stockman 
knows that stock do not w aste as much 
feed when unrestricted in their move­ 
m ents as when close herded. 
An ex­ 
perim ental pasture was inclosed last 
sum m er In the Im naha national forest 
In Oregon, which will be a model for 
others next season. 
In this pasture 
sheep were turned loose w ithout a 
herder to shift for them selves. 
It Is 
too soon to draw positive conclusions 
from this experim ent, but the sheep 
aid well, and there was a decided less­ 
ening in the loss of forage through 
tram pling. 
It looks as though a given 
area of ground can be m ade to carry a 
very much larger num ber of anim als 
when they are allowed to graze free 
than when close herded. 
This fact, If 
established, will be of decided im por­ 
tance to stockmen.

It was mo re than thirty years ago 
that a Bo sto n po liceman saw Jo nes 
walking sho o t o u the Co mmo n with 
such a queer lo o k* o n his face aud so 
many evidences abo ut him that he was 
lo st that he acco sted him aud asked 
him to r info rmatio n co ncerning him­ 
self. Jo nes co uld give very little. He 
didn't kno w whether he was in Bo sto n 
o r Chicago .

ho u seho ld co nditio ns. This is precise­ 
ly what is do ne. So far as kno wn it is 
the first ho u sekeeping ex periment sta 
tlo n in the wo rld to o pen its do o rs to 
the ho u se mo thers o f this co u ntry .

Ty ler, 
Tex ., Feb. 15.—Ty ler was 
swept by the most disastrous tornado 
in its history . 
Coming up from the 
southwest, the storm swept over the 
main residence section of the city , 
leaving a trail of death and devasta­ 
tion. Tne known dead in Ty ler at this 
hour number four, C. C. Francis, the 
agent for the Dallas News, wife and 
child, about one y ear old, and a uegro 
named Mose Lee, eighty y ears of age. 
Francis was about twenty -eight y ears 
of age and occupied a high place In 
the esteem of his fellow-townsmen. 
His dead body was found 100 y ards 
From his wrecked home, and the body 
of "his child was found in the street. 
Mrs. Francis was in the w reckage of 
the building. 
Six seriously Injured have been re­ 
ported. 
They were J ohn Franklin, 
Mrs. Franklin, four Franklin children 
One of the children is ex pected to die. 
They were caught in the wreckage of 
their home. 
It is thought the death 
list in Ty ler will reach twelve and the 
number of injured fwo score or more. 
Twelve buildings were wrecked, and 
in the confusion w'hich ex ists it is dif­ 
ficult to compile an accurate list of the 
casualties. 
Wires are down in all di 
rections. 
Meanwhile 
reports 
from 
farmers who are hastening In to ascer­ 
tain the ex tent of the damage are to 
the effect that farmhouses all around 
Ty ler were blown d 
It is impos­ 
sible to ascertain V .' 1— of life or ap­ 
prox imate the ex tent of disaster. It is 
known, 
however, 
that 
the 
tornado 
swept every thing clean for a distance 
of five miles. 


Mississippi Hamlets Destroy ed. 
Meridian, Miss., 
Feb. 
15.—Three 
small Mississippi towns were practi­ 
cally demolished by a tornado. 
Re­ 
ports of the number killed range from 
six to ten, with the smaller number 
probably correct. 
Mossville, Service 
and Soso are the towns 
destroy ed. 
They are all In J ones county and all 
are very small, being merely a handful 
of scattered dwellings. 
The tornado 
in most instances is reported to have 
carried the buildings in its path com­ 
pletely off the lots on which they 
stood; 
Nearby fields were covered 
with wreckage and the branches of 
trees w'ere littered with small house­ 
hold articles. 


REVIEW OF TRADE 


J obbing Business Beginning to Evince 
More Vim. 
New 
York, Feb. 15.—Bradstreet's 
weekly review of trade today say s: 
Buy ers of spring goods are more in 
evidence this week at all markets, re­ 
sponding to the advance of the season, 
and jobbing trade evinces more vim 
than at any time since last autumn. 
In no case, however, is the buy ing re 
ported equal to a y ear ago, and in 
some ca ses the decreases are very 
heavy . The easing of prices of staples 
shown in J anuary has gone further 
this week. 
Reports as to the various 
industries are conflicting, more being 
reported doing in some instances, with 
numerous resumptions of full time 
noted. 
Some finished iron and steel 
mills are resuming, but others are re­ 
ported slowing down, and the improve­ 
ment as a whole is slight. 
Despite 
the stand of union labor, wage reduc­ 
tions are being reported, while the 
number of unemploy ed is probably the 
largest of the winter. 
Collections are 
still backward, being especially slow 
at the South, where much cotton is 
being held. Building was at a low ebb 
in J anuary , and this is reflected in 
easy prices for lumber. 


W isconsin Delegates Instructed. 
Milwaukee, Fet^ 15.—The Wisconsin 
delegation to the national Democratic 
convention at Denver, Col., was, at the 
closing session of the sta te conven­ 
tion. instructed to vote as a unit for 
W. J . Bry an as the Democratic nom­ 
inee for president, first, last and all 
the time. The platform containing the 
instructions was unanimously adopted 
by the convention by a rising vote. 


An Inconsiderate Captain. 
San J uan, P. R., Feb. 15.—Pa ssen­ 
gers arriving here from New York by 
the New York & Porto Rico Steamship 
company ’s steamer Coamo report that 
On Feb. 11 the Coamo passed a four- 
masted schooner w'hich was on fire. 
The steamer, according to the passen­ 
gers, did not stop to ascertain if a s­ 
sistance was required.

Guay aquil, Ecuador, Feb. 15.—The 
announcement is made that this city

Already one death has oc­ 
curred from this disease and there are 
a number of suspected cases under ob­ 
servation.

CHILE'S WARM WELCOME 


The Passing of Battleship Fieet Wit­ 
nessed by Thousands at Valparaiso. 
Valparaiso, 
Chile, 
Feb. 
15.—The 
great American fleet of six teen battle­ 
ships under the command of Rear Ad 
miral Evans, passed Valpariso and 
continued on its voy age northward for 
Callao, Peril, the nex t stiopping place. 
All Valparaiso and thousands of per 
sons from every city in Chile witness­ 
ed the passing of the fleet. 
President 
Montt and the other high officials of 
the republic came out from shore to 
greet the battleships and almost the 
entire Chilean navy ex changed salutes 
with them as they swrung around Cu- 
raumilla Point and into Valparaiso 
bay In single file, headed by the Chil­ 
ean cruiser Chacabuco and five Chil­ 
ean torpedo boat destroy ers. 
The day 
was perfect and the spectacle of the 
fleet stretched in a great semi-circle 
as seen from the high hills around the 
bay was magnificent. 
President Montt and other Chilean 
officials embarked on the training ship 
General Raquedano and took a posi­ 
tion w'ell out in (he harbor. 
Around 
the Baquedano the fleet swung at a 
speed of four knots, firing the presi­ 
dential salute as they passed in re­ 
view'. 
It was one hour from the time 
the head of the fleet entered the bay 
until the last vessel had passed the 
president’s ship and turned toward the 
open sea. 
Then the Baquedano lifted 
anchor and escorted the fleet well out 
of the bay and on its way to the north. 
It was a view' such as has never been 
seen In Valparaiso bay , and one that 
will long be remembered by the peo­ 
ple of Chile, who came miles to see it. 
Shipping In the harbor and the prin­ 
cipal buildings in the city were dress­ 
ed for the occasion, as the day was 
observed as a holiday in honor of the 
fleet. 
After the fleet had passed to the 
northward a banquet was served on 
board the General Baquedano by Pres­ 
ident Montt in honor of the diplomatic 
corps and his other guests. 
Toasts 
wvre drunk to President Roosevelt and 
Admiral Evans and his officers, crews 
and ships, and the universal wish w'as 
ex pressed that the Americans may 
have fair weather and a safe passage 
to their destination. 
In the city of 
Valparaiso every where may be hoard 
words of praise for Admiral Evans for 
having 
honored 
Valparaiso 
with 
a 
visit. 


A Cincinnati Tragedy . 
Cincinnati, Feb. 13.—Dr. l*eo Dan­ 
ziger, a prominent German phy sician, 
w*as shot and Instantly killed last 
night by Robert Gott, the uncle of 
Anna Bell Stanglev, a seventeen-y ear 
old girl, at whose bedside the phy si­ 
cian was giving medical attention. Dr. 
Danziger had 
been 
attending 
Miss 
Stangley for the past few day s, and it 
Is claimed that the girl was suffering 
from a criminal operation performed 
before Dr. Danziger was called into 
the case. Gott was arrested and when 
he was placed in a cell he attempted 
to commit suicide.

Farmer’s Plan cf Growing Sugar Cane 
to Stand During Winter. 
William K. McCu Oey o f Maco n 
coun­ 
ty , Mo., thinks he has solved the prob­ 
lem of p reserv in g quail. 
Ho owns 
quite a largo farm, an d h o 
discovered 
that quail were becoming more ami 
more scarce each y ear. 
Th en he set 
about study ing the cause an d came to 
the co n clu sio n 
that It was lack of 
shelter. 
Since then he has every spring plant­ 
ed sugar can e alo n g 
the sid e o f the hol­ 
lows of his farm an d permits the same 
to stand during the win ter. It affords 
quail not only food, but sh elter of the 
kind 
they lik e. 
Oth er farmers in 
Boone, Callaway an d sev eral other 
counties of the state have adopted 
Mr. MeCulky ’s p lan , an d they think 
It is J ust what was n eed ed . 
It 13 a fact that quail will not stay 
where they can n o t find sh elter. 
In 
many of the best co u n ties there is 
very little natural sh elter left, as every 
foot of available ground is under cul­ 
tivation. 
In such lo calities it has been 
observed that the quail have nearly 
all left, and it seems p retty well set­ 
tled that they will n ev er retu rn 
unless 
artificial shelter is p ro v id ed 
for them. 
Sugar cane 
when 
thickly 
planted 
furnishes just what these birds seem 
to w a nt 
They are very fond of the 
seed, and a s the season advauces the 
cane stalks fall down and provide a 
thick mass In which the quail can hide 
from 
their 
natural 
enemies*— hawks 
and owls—and also affords a nesting 
place in the spring and summer.
